SIMCTALLISM ? 


Will 3SA V0,.|oa, 
Thcr, 
Answer*. 


W.vsmxr my, Aug. 31.—For the first 


time in iiiauv years congressmen in all 
political parties have been willing to 
place themselves fairly and squarely 
upon record in the discussion of an im- 
portant political question. It has been 
the CTistom of men in congress to evade 
a direct record upon many-sided issues, 
and to so align themselves as to be able 
to meet nearly all of the demands of 
their constituents. 


_ The men in the house of representa- 
tives who have voted for or against the 
unconditional repeal of the silver pur- 
chasing act will have lo stand ivo as 
biiuetallists who believe in the full and 
free coinage of both metals es money or 
as monometallists who believe in the 
exclusive use of silver or gold as tho 
standard of money. 


It will be very hard for members of 


congress from the stump next year, 
when they will hav« to face their con- 
stituents, to claim a position upon the 
financial question, which will be incon- 
sistent with the vote they cast upon the 
subject in the house this week. 


When the debate first bagan there 


were many men who claimed to be "bi- 
uietallists," and at the siitue time fa- 
vored freo coinage of silver or the rfc- | 
peal of the present law without the en- j 
actment of anything to take its place. 
They had their own definition of tho 
terms which they claimed as their plat- 
form. Many of them gave bimetallism 
different definitions. 


Scarcely two of them could be found 


who placed upon the word the sauio 
construction. As the debate progressed 
and members studied financiai/Jiistory 
and listened to the interchange of opin- 
ions they drifted from one side to tho 
other, and stood more definitely upon 
one or the other platform, - 


There are now men in the house who j 


contend a bimet: Hist must necessarily 
liuinfavcr of tie free and unlimited 
coinage ol both gold and silver. Others 
hold that we are now experiencing true 
bimetallism; that the free coinage of 
gold, which is a rare nietid, and an 
equal in value, but not free coinage of 
silver, which, in n cheap metal, means 
bimetallism. 


The general interpretalion of tlie term1 


"bimetallism" is not free coinage of 1 
botli gold and silver, bar rather the 
use of tin ^two mei.ils as inoney to any 
extent. Thuswhriia politician claims 
to he a bimctiillist he does not neces- 
sarily favor the unlimited coinage of 
both metals. 


In the general acceptation of the 


term, as it is deiined by men in con- 
gress ;;tt present, the use of silver even 
as a subsidiary coin makes bimetallism 
when gold ii coined on an equal basis, 
or in such a manner as to make a dollar 
in the one com equal in value to the 
face of tl.e other. 


There has never been a time in the 


history of the country, it is stated, 
when there lias been so lunch vngueii'-s.- 
as at present, respecting the terms 
which define 
positions occupied by i 


statesmen and politicans. 
' ' 


Heretofore men have claimed to be j 


bimotallists, who have contended that i 
gold should be the standard, aud that 
there should 
be 
nothing but gold 


coined. Then there l i a , ' been those 
who believed in bimetallism and fa- 
vored tho free and unlimited coinage of 
both gold and silver. 


Again there were those who believed 


that all coin abovo the 
subsidiary 


should be gold, and yet they contended 
for the position of bimetallism. The 
revised definition of the term, "bime- 
tallism" .'s somewhat important as it 
will iigui1" conspicuously in tlio cam- 
paign next, year. 


It i< now held that any one may he a 


conscientious bimetallist and a true one 
who believes ill the limited coinage of I 
silver; that is, the coinage of silver to I 
the extent where it stand* side by .',de | 
in lite cum with gold, and no fui'Liier. j 
This extent of the use of siher may be 
only for subsidiary coin. 


Ily the repeal 6f the present silver 


purchasing act it ia inteded lo keep m l 
circulation all of the silver now owned ! 
by the government. This repeal means 
only that there shall be no more silver 
purchased: that the government hits 
nought and coined all of the silver it 
pqssiby can and keep it, on a purity 
with its rival money metal. 


It can not bo contended successfully 


upon the stump, suy men in congress, 
that because n man voted to suspend 
further purchases of silver and to con- . 
tinue only the coinage of gold, that he | 
is a gold monomemllist or "gold bug."

his canoo near tho pier BO that you'd be

"J thought him foolhardy, though I

paddle. Most of the summer people re- 
garded him us demented to run such 
•isks.

ortably hot. 
"I was paddling in 'trunks,' with my 


veil tanned arms and shins bare. ]\fy 
weater and my watch were in the stern, 
or 1 knelt before the second thwart. 


"Instead of coming toward me, as any 


Vmoiieau fellow would have done on 
jeing mo, Wales stood farther out, and 
could barely make out the gleam of his 
ed canoe through the heat spirals and 
aint mist that cling close to the sea on a 
ot, calm day. When I became con- 
iuoed that ha either didn't see me or 
vouldn't como in for a chat, I began to 
think of turning back to elioro. 


"In fact I did turn, but I still had 


plenty of daylight ahead of me. The 
shore- soemed not more than a mile away, 
end I jnst sat there without paddling 
and let her swing on the billows. 


"I suppose I must have fallen into a

Iii a former article I gave a pen pictura 


of tho "tomb of Noah" as it now exists 
near the ruins of an old fortress at 
Kakhtchevan, Armenia. 
According to 


Eastwick'i! "Three Yeara In tho East," 
this old Aimenian tomb is annually vis- 
ited ty thousands of pilgrims of all 
faiths, including Mohammedans and 
Turcomans), who make wearisome jour- 
Jioys of hundreds of miles in order to do 
reverence to our common ancestor. But, 
like all other relics which have the be- 
ginning of their history in tradition, this 
supposed tomb of tho builder of the ark, 
half bidden among tlio hoary ruins on 
the Armenian plains, lias a rival stand- 
ing almost within tho shadows of the 
cedars of Lebanon. 


Henniker's "Palestine In 1800" says: 


About two miles east of Zakhlo is the 
village of Kerak, not far from which, on 
the last declivity of Lebanon, there is a 
found niosqne. This ia erected over still 
older relics which are held in great rev- 
erence ty Moslems and Chrijtinns alike, 
it being tho reputed tomb o£ Noah the 
Patriarch. The slnicturo is now a part 
of mi ancient aqueduct and is regarded 
by superstitions thousands as being a 
place of eminent sanctity. Walls have 
been built nronud it, and at certain sea- 
fcons of the year the Maromtes in particu- 
lar make long pilgrimages to visit it.
